DAILY  ORDER  OF  EXERCISES  FOR  WINTER. 

'  First  bell  for  rising  51,  Prayers  6L  Breakfast  6i,  Study  from 
7i  to  8i,  School  9  to  12,  Dinner  12,  Afternoon  school  1  to 
4,  Supper  51,  Evening  study  hours  7  to  8,  Reading  8  to  83, 
Evening  worship  9,  Retire  9i,  Extinguish  lights  10.  Inter¬ 
vals  for  Recreation. 

In  Summer  the  hours  for  the  various  exercises  are  the 
same  except  that  the  first  bell  will  be  rung  at  5,  Breakfast  will 
be  at  6,  Evening  study  hours  6  to  7. 

Pupils  who  receive  instruction  in  Music  are  required  to 
practice  at  least  one  hour  each  day.  The  following  table 
shows  the  hours  at  which  each  pupil  is  to  attend  to  this  ex¬ 
ercise  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  any  other  regular  duty :

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RULES  i)E  THE  OAKUIDGE 

FEMALE  SEMINARY  OF  GETTYSBURG. 

1.  Oil  entering  the  Institution  each  pupil  will  be  required  to 
furnish  a  full  list  of  clothing,  every  article  of  which  should 
be  marked  with  the  name  in  full. 

2.  Young  ladies  boarding  in  the  Seminary  will  be  required 
to  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing  of  the  first  bell  and 
prepare  for  morning  worship,  for  which  the  bell  will  ring 
forty-live  minutes  after  rising.  Immediately  after  break¬ 
fast  the  rooms  will  be  arranged  for  inspection. 

3.  All  books  must  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  Princi¬ 
pal,  who  will  return  such  as  he  may  approve  of,  and  retain 
the  rest  until  the  end  of  the  term.  Novels  are  prohibited. 

4.  All  letters,  papers,  or  notes,  sent  or  received  by  pupils 
must  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Principal ;  and  all  let¬ 
ters  sent  to  the  Post  Office  must  be  given  to  the  Principal 
or  to  one  of  the  teachers  unsealed.  Any  young  lady  who 
shall  clandestinely  receive  any  note  or  other  communica¬ 
tion  will  commit  an  offence  in  the  highest  degree  worthy 
of  censure;  and  any  pupil  who  shall  carry  or  bring  any 
note,  letter,  or  other  communication  without  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Principal  will  be  liable  to  forfeit  her  place  in 
the  school. 

5.  No  young  lady  boarding  in  the  Seminary  will  be  allowed 
on  any  occasion  to  accept  of  an  invitation  to  visit  in  the 
town,  or  neighborhood,  without  express  permission,  nor 
shall  she,  as  a  general  rule,  be  allowed  to  receive  visits  from 
acquaintances  in  town. 

6.  At  least  two  hours  daily,  and  as  much  more  as  may  be 
found  necessary,  will  be  appropriated  by  pupils  to  the  stu¬ 
dies  assigned  to  them  by  their  respective  teachers  :  during 
this  period  no  conversation  or  noise  will  be  allowed. 

7.  Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  carry  writing  materials  to 
their  chambers. 

8.  Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  the  kitchen,  or  engage 
in  familiar  conversation  with  the  domestics; 

9.  Occupants  will  be  responsible  for  injury  done  to  their 
rooms,  or  to  the  furniture  thereof. 

10.  Each  pupil  will  in  turn  be  responsible  for  the  general  ar¬ 
rangement  and  good  order  of  her  apartment.  It  will  be 
her  duty  to  see  that  no  articles  of  dress  or  furniture  are 
out  of  place,  and  that  every  thing  has  been  done  which 
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neatness  and  propriety  require.  During  the  whole  of  the 
day  the  sleeping  apartments  must  be  kept  in  order  for  in¬ 
spection,  and  no  young  lady,  unless  sick,  will  be  permitted 
to  sit  or  recline  upon  her  bed  before  the  regular  hour  for 
retiring. 

11.  Each  pupil  is  required  to  keep  her  wardrobe  in  good  or¬ 
der,  and  to  repair  in  a  neat  and  permanent  manner  any  in¬ 
jury  that  it  may  have  received  :  one  afternoon  weekly  is 
appropriated  to  this  duty. 

12.  Each  pupil  will  be  required  to  keep  the  room,  desk,  and 
bed  that  may  be  assigned  to  her,  and  on  no  account  to 
change  without  permission. 

13.  Each  pupil  will  be  expected  to  keep  herself  supplied  with 
a  small  ruler,  pencils,  pens,  scissors,  thimble,  and  whatever 
else  may  be  required  in  her  writing,  drawing,  or  needle¬ 
work.  Borrowing  from  companions  will  not  be  allowed. 
A  small  box  divided  into  two  or  three  apartments  will  be 
found  convenient  for  holding  most  of  these  articles  ;  draw¬ 
ings  and  other  papers  should  be  kept  in  a  portfolio. 

14.  Pupils  who  are  engaged  in  practising  their  music  lessons, 
at  the  regular  hours,  must  not  be  interrupted  by  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  others. 

15.  Talking,  and  all  noise, after  the  pupils  have  retired  at  night 
is  forbidden. 

16.  A  ladylike  deportment  is  at  all  times  expected  in  inter¬ 
course  with  each  other ;  boisterous  laughing  and  talking, 
and  all  unkind  treatment  of  each  other  will  be  considered 
violations  of  this  rule. 

17.  Each  young  lady  will  be  allowed  to  place  weekly  during 
the  summer  session,  twelve  pieces,  and  during  the  winter 
session,  ten  pieces  of  clothing  in  wash  ;  beyond  this  an  ex¬ 
tra  charge  will  be  made. 

18.  Pupils  must  be  at  their  seats  when  the  roll  is  called  and 
they  are  not  to  leave  them  except  at  recess,  or  after  a  sum¬ 
mons. 

19.  All  communication  in  any  way  during  school,  or  study, 
hours  is  forbidden. 

20.  Unneccessary  noise  at  recess  will  not  be  allowed. 

21.  Every  young  lady  will  be  required  to  keep  her  desk  in 
order  and  ready  at  all  times  for  inspection. 

22.  No  young  lady  will  be  allowed  to  scribble  upon  or  de¬ 
face  her  books,  desk,  or  other  property,  or  throw  dirt  or 
paper  upon  tlie  floor,  or  in  the  yard. 
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23.  Eating  of  fruit,  nuts,-  or  food  of  any  kind  during  school 
or  study  hours,  is  forbidden. 

24.  A  combination  for  the  purpose  of  interfering  with,  or 
preventing  the  operation  of  these  rules,  or  any  of  them, 
will  be  regarded  as  an  offence  of  the  highest  character. 

25.  The  Principal  claims  the  right  of  demanding  testimony 
of  the  pupils  in  any  case  involving  a  high  breach  of  prin¬ 
ciple,  and  any  one  who  refuses  to  give  evidence,  or  testifies 
falsely,  is  liable  to  forfeit  her  place  in  the  school.  In  or¬ 
dinary  cases  pupils  are  not  encouraged,  or  permitted,  to  give 
anv  information  of  each  others  faults,  unless  the  informa- 
tion  is  evidently  given  in  a  spirit  of  kindness  and  for  the 
good  of  the  offender. 
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GENERAL  RE3IARKS— TO  PUPILS. 

Many  of  the  rules  are  so  obviously  necessary  that  no  com¬ 
ments  are  required ;  in  reference  to  others  we  will  ofl’er  a  few 
remarks : — 

We  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  none  of  them 
has  been  made  with  a  view  to  oppose  any  unnecessary  re¬ 
striction  upon  the  liberty  of  pupils,  or  diminish  in  the  slight¬ 
est  degree  their  innocent  enjoyments  ;  on  the  contrary,  they 
are  to  be  viewed  in  the  same  light  and  as  of  similar  import 
with  the  laws  of  civil  societies  which  are  obnoxious  only  to 
the  vicious,  whilst  they  increase  the  happiness  and  promote 
the  security,  of  all  who  are  disposed  to  comply  with  their 
requisitions. 

Our  constant  efforts  are  directed  to  promote  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  those  who  are  become  members  of  our  family,  to  do 
for  them  whatever  may  be  calculated  to  prepare  them  for 
fulfilling  the  high  and  important  duties  which  they  owe 
to  their  Creator  and  to  their  fellow  beings  ;  and  in  a  word  to 
qualify  them,  as  far  as  our  instrumentality  will  permit,  for  use¬ 
fulness  in  this  life  and  happiness  in  that  which  is  to  come. 

To  every  one,  therefore,  who  is  orderly  and  vvell  disposed, 
the  Institution  offers  a  pleasant  home  with  every  facility  for 
mental  and  moral  improvement.  She  may  expect  kind  and 
affectionate  treatment,  and  vvill  be  encouraged  to  regard  her 
teachers  as  confidential  friends  deeply  interested  in  her  wel¬ 
fare  ;  if,  on  the  contrary,  a  pupil  should  be  insubordinate,  dis¬ 
orderly,  or  disposed  to  indulge  in  any  other  fault,  she  must 
expect  that  the  discipline  of  the  school  will  be  promptly  and 
firmly  enforced. 

Experience  has  proved  that  rules  are  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  order  and  to  secure  a  proper  attention 
to  duty.  Those  who  are  disposed  to  be  studious  and  obedi¬ 
ent,  find  no  difficulty  in  conforming  to  them,  and  a  whole 
session  may  easily  be  passed  without  receiving  a  single  mark 
of  demerit.  No  one  can  reasonably  expect  that  a  willful  or 
careless  violation  of  a  rule  should  be  allowed  to  pass  unno¬ 
ticed,  and  if  one  should  be  broken  by  accident  it  would  be 
excused,  especially  if  the  offender  should  herself  report  the 
violation. 

Pupils  are  reminded  of  the  importance  of  cultivating  such 
habits  as  they  would  desire  to  possess  in  after  life,  youth  are  gen¬ 
erally  thoughtless  in  this  particular,  and  need  to  be  constantly 
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admonished  of  the  consequences  vvliich  will  result  from  inat¬ 
tention  to  what  appear  to  them  to  be  trifles.  T.he  girl  who 
habitually  leaves  her  books  or  apparel  out  of  place,  or  fails 
in  punctual  attendance  to  her  school  duties,  gives  but  little 
promise  that  as  a  woman  she  will  be  able  to  conduct  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  a  household  with  that  neatness  and  order  which  are 
essential  to  the  comfort  of  herself  and  others.  We  hope 
therefore  that  our  young  friends  will  appreciate  our  motives, 
and  feel  that  in  requiring  from  them  particular  attention  to 
what  they  may  regard  as  little  things  we  are  laboring  to  pro¬ 
mote,  not  our  ease,  but  their  welfare. 

3d  Rule.  The  Principal  is  fully  persuaded  that  few  prac¬ 
tices  are  more  pernicious  to  the  young,  and  especially  to 
those  w^ho  are  pursuing  a  regular  course  of  study,  than  that 
of  reading  novels  and  those  tales  which  have  been  written 
merely  to  cater  to  a  depraved  taste ;  he  believes  them  calcu¬ 
lated  to  give  false  impressions  of  the  w'orld,  to  produce  a  pit¬ 
iable  sentimentalism,  to  root  out  a  desire  for  solid  know¬ 
ledge,  and  in  many  cases  directly  to  corrupt  the  morals  by 
painting  crime  in  glowing  colors,  and  removing  that  hatred 
of  vice  which  should  be  early  implanted  in  the  minds  of 
youth. 

Earnestly  desirous  that  every  impression  made  upon  the 
minds  of  our  pupils  should  be  of  a  beneficial  character,  we 
wish  them  to  devote  their  leisure  time  to  such  books  as  are 
really  useful,  and  feel  assured  that  it  is  always  possible  so  to 
arrange  a  course  of  reading  as  to  combine  entertainment  with 
utility;  so  that  whilst  they  seek  amusement  and  relaxation 
'  they  may  at  the  same  time  gain  knowledge. 

Rule  4th.  The  fourth  rule  is  designed  to  protect  our  pu¬ 
pils  against  the  insults  to  which  young  ladies  at  school  are 
sometimes  exposed  from  anonymous  or  other  improper  com¬ 
munications.  A  strict  attention  to  the  rule  will  give  no  room 
for  apprehending  that  they  will  ever  be  subjected  to  this  un¬ 
principled  species  of  annoyance.  W'e  hope  that  no  young 
lady  will  ever  so  far  forget  the  respect  due  to  herself  and  to 
the  Institution  of  which  she  is  a  member,  as  to  read  an  anon¬ 
ymous  letter  should  one  by  any  possibility  fall  into  her 
hands,  or  bestow  upon  any  communication  which  might  be 
privately  conveyed  to  her,  or  the  bearer  of  it,  any  other  treat¬ 
ment  than  contempt. 

Believing  that  the  relation  which  we  sustain  to  our  pupils 
is  similar  to  that  of  })arents  to  their  children,  \vc  feci  it  our 


vtt 


duty  to  guard  tliem  as  much  as  possible  from  every  source 
of  evil  influence :  and  knowing  from  actual  observation  as 
also  from  what  we  have  learned  from  others,  that  the  cor¬ 
respondence  of  young  ladies  at  school,  when  not  examined, 
sometimes  becomes  of  a  very  improper  character,  we  claim  the 
right  of  examining  any  and  every  letter  that  may  be  received 
or  sent.  It  does  not  follow  however,  that  because  this  right 
is  claimed  it  will  in  every  case  be  exercised ;  when  the  gen¬ 
eral  deportment  of  a  pupil  has  been  such  as  to  secure  our 
confidence,  when  we  can  feel  assured  that  she  would  scorn 
to  deceive,  and  that  no  correspondence  would  on  any 
account  be  carried  on  by  her  which  she  would  not  wish 
her  parents  or  teachers  to  be  acquainted  with,  in  such  cases 
we  have  no  desire  to  read  any  letter  which  she  may  receive 
or  send.  On  the  other  hand,  as  it  is  impossible  to  become 
fully  acquainted  with  the  character  of  pupils  before  they  en¬ 
ter,  it  unfortunately  happens  that  few  schools  are  without  one 
or  more  who  are  willing  to  deceive,  and  whose  correspond¬ 
ence,  if  unexamined,  would  soon  become  of  a  very  injurious 
and  demoralizing  character.  It  is  for  such  pupils  that  rules 
of  this  kind  are  necessary,  and  we  believe  that  we  have  none 
to  which  a  young  lady  who  wishes  to  do  right  will  have  any 
difficulty  in  conforming.^ 

In  general  every  pupil  who  merits  it  will  receive  from  us 
every  indulgence  which  a  proper  regard  for  her  own  welfare 
does  not  compel  us  to  withhold. 

Rule  5th.  Our  solicitude  to  preserve  the  society  of  the 
school  as  pure  as  possible  from  every  species  of  evil  commu¬ 
nication,  will  excuse  the  prohibition  in  regard  to  visiting  and 
receiving  visits.  We  do  not  wish  to  give  offence  to  any,  par¬ 
ticularly  to  those  who  have  been  pupils  of  the  Institution, 
we  can  truly  say  that  we  entertain  for  all  of  them  feelings  of 
affection,  and  for  many  sentiments  of  esteem,  but  it  is  clear 
that  a  privilege  granted  to  one  must  be  extended  to  all  and 
it  is  inconsistent  with  our  principles  and  convictions  of  duty 

*  To  avoid  misunderstanding  in  reference  to  the  extent  to  which 
this  right  is  exercised,  we  will  state  that  we  have  never  read  more 
than  three  letters  addressed  to  pupils,  and  they  were  of  such  a  char¬ 
acter  as  fully  to  convince  us  of  the  correctness  of  the  principle  on 
which  we  act.  We  believe  that  parents  not  only  have  a  right,  but  that 
it  is  their  duty,  to  know  with  whom  their  children  correspond,  and  the 
nature  of  the  correspondence,  and  the  relations  of  teachers  to  pupils 
are  for  the  time  similar  to  those  of  parents  and  involve  similar  duties. 
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to  allow  our  pupils  to  associate  on  terms  of  intimacy  with 
any  who  are  not  under  our  own  roof. 

Rule  6th.  Two  hours  daily  are  appropriated  to  the  duty 
of  preparing  for  the  regular  recitations;  this  time  is  the  least 
that  will  suffice  for  any  one,  and  most  pupils  will  require 
more.  It  is  hoped  that  all  who  may  find  it  insufficient  will 
voluntarily  appropriate  as  much  more  as  may  be  necessary. 

During  study  hours  no  one  is  allowed  to  interrupt  her 
companions  by  asking  any  question  of  them  or  of  a  teacher; 
if  any  difficulty  occur  such  explanation  as  may  be  necessary 
will  be  given  immediately  after  the  hour  for  study  has  ex¬ 
pired. 

Pupils  are  not  encouraged  to  refer  immediately  to  a  teacher 
W’hen  they  meet  with  any  thing  in  their  lessons  that  they 
cannot  understand  :  not  that  it  vvould  be  considered  an  an¬ 
noyance  to  be  called  upon  to  answer  frequent  questions  or 
give  frequent  explanations,  but  because  it  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  that  the  habit  of  self-dependance  should  be  early 
acquired.  No  pupil  should  be  allowed  to  proceed  in  any 
study  unless  she  is  well  grounded  in  the  principles,  and  one 
who  is  will  seldom  meet  M'ith  difficulties  which  a  little  study 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  dispel.  A  young  lady  therefore  who 
asks  assistance  before  she  has  made  proper  efforts  to  solve 
the  difficulty  herself,  loses  that  mental  exercise  which  is  the 
most  valuable  part  of  education,  and  impairs  that  self-confi¬ 
dence,  a  proper  degree  of  which  it  is  of  the  greatest  import¬ 
ance  that  she  should  acquire. 

Rule  19.  There  can  be  no  real  necessity  for  any  conver¬ 
sation  between  pupils  during  school  hours  and  none  will  on 
any  account  be  allowed.  If  assistance  is  needed  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  any  duty  the  teacher  is  the  proper  person  to  give 
it,  and  it  will  never  be  withheld  when  necessary. 

Rule  22.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  and  sub¬ 
sequently  at  the  end  of  every  month,  all  school  books  will 
be  examined  and  marks  of  demerit  given  for  all  that  are  in 
any  way  marked  or  defaced. 

It  is  hoped  that  every  young  lady  who  becomes  a  member 
of  our  Institution  will  take  an  interest  in  keeping  not  only 
her  own  effects  but  the  gardens  and  the  property  of  the 
school  generally  in  the  best  possible  order,  and  that  the  of¬ 
fensive  practice  of  throwing  scraps  of  paper,  or  dirt  of  any 
kind,  from  the  windows  or  doors  will  be  carefully  avoided.
